1998 TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Landaff, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said LANDAFF on Tuesday, the 10th 
day of March 1998, the polls to be open from 4:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. and at 7:00 o’clock in 
the evening, to act upon the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations for the same. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $854.00 for the North 
Country Home Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $472.00 for the White 
Mountain Mental Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 5._ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $350.00 for the 
Community Action Program. (By request) 


ARTICLE 6. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 for the Lisbon 
Community Library. (The request was for $500.00) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $140.00 for the 
American Red Cross. (By request) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the Ross 
Ambulance Service. (The request was for $1050.00. The Selectmen felt that this amount should be 
divided between the Ross Amublance Service and the Lisbon Life Squad, as they also respond.) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the Lisbon 
Life Squad. (New appropriation) 


ARTICLE 10. To see ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $257.13 for the North 
Country Council. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $210.00 for the 
Hospice of the Littleton Area. (By request) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for the 
Lisbon Lions Club. (By request) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 for the 
Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. (By request) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to hire an outside auditing firm to 
audit the Town records annually to start with the 1999 year. (The annual cost will be about $1,000.00. 
The State Department of Revenue recommends we do this. Any time we receive any Federal monies, we 


will have to have the books audited by a certified auditor as part of the program.) 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 for a part- 
time secretary for the Town. (The position to start about July 1, 1998 at an annual cost of about $7,000.00. 
The person will serve as secretary to the Selectmen and be available to receive monies for the Town. 
Hours per week not to exceede 10 hours.) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,610.00 to rewire 
the upstairs of the Town Hall. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,067.00 to be 
added to the Fire Department Equipment Fund Capital Reserve Account. (This amount is the balance 
of the amount from the 1997 Town Budget.) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be added 
to the Fire Department Equipment Fund Capital Reserve Account. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,000.00 to be 
added to the Highway Department Equipment Fund Capital Reserve Account. (Recommended by the 
Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 to 
purchase a street sweeper for the Highway Department. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $120,000.00 for the first stage 
closing of the Landaff-Lisbon-Lyman Regional Landfill. This is re-authorization of ARTICLE 16 of 
the 1997 Town Annual Meeting Warrant. The monies to come from the Dump Fund Closure Escrow 
Account. They were not used in 1997. The balance of the monies plus accumulated interest not needed 
are to remain in the Dump Fund Closure Escrow account as a non-lapsing account to be used by the 
Selectmen for the First and Second stage closure of the landfill. This approval to continue until the end 
of the first stage closing or until rescinded by the Town. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to accept the grant monies 
received for the closure of the landfill. Landaff’s share is estimated to be $24,000.00 or 15% of the 
total. This is re-authorization of ARTICLE 17 of the 1997 Town Annual Meeting Warrant. This Article 
to continue untill the final stage of the closure is finished to until rescinded by the Town. (Recom- 
mended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 23. _ To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $24,000.00 from surplus to 
be added to the Dump Fund Closure Escrow Fund. This amount is equal to estimated amount we are 
to receive from the grant monies. The amount to be added to the fund only if received from the govern- 
ment and is to be added to the fund at the time it is received. This approval to continue until the monies 
are received or until rescinded by the Town. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 24. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF REQUESTING AGENCIES 


North Country Council, Inc. 

The North Country Council is a technical resource which is available to help communities manage 
development, plan their futures and cope with change. The following is a partial list of the benefits that 
the community of Landaff can take advantage of if it chooses to become a member of the North Country 
Council: 

Participation in the regional transportation planning process. Technical assistance with solid waste 
and household hazardous waste collection. Community planning, on-site planning board training, GIS 
mapping, workshops and seminars. 

The Board of Director of NCC has, for the seventh year in a row, decided to cap the total dues raised 
in the region at the level they were in 1990. The town dues each year will vary, either up or down, based 
on your town’s valuation and population as a percentage of the entire region’s valuation. The amount 
is computed using a formula which has been in use for 24 years. 

This year’s computation of Landaff’s dues is $257.13. Your dues are used as a match for state and 
federal funds which support the Council’s local and regional planning/development programs, and asa 
member you are entitled to participate in regional planning projects and receive local technical assistance. 
and starting this month, use and participate in the Council’s new regional resource center. 


White Mountain Mental Health & Developmental Services 
During the past year, White Mountain Mental Health and Developmental Services has invested a 
great deal of effort in augmenting services to children and the elderly, segments of our community 
which have historically been less than adequately served by the metnal health system. We are again 
requesting an appropriation of $472.00 from the Town of Landaff. During 1997 three (3) Landaff 
residents received 242 hours of service. The residents were either uninsured or under-insured, and were 
not able to pay the full cost of services.

American Red Cross 

The missions of the Red Cross is to help people prevent, prepare fore, and respond to emergencies. 
Responding to emergencies includes providing disaster relief services, and Red Cross to the residents 
of your town. 


The Lisbon Lions Club 

The Lisbon Lions Club, founded on November 14, 1938, is a50 member organization that coordinates 
and manages many community activities. It provides eye exams and eye glasses for the needy, sponsors 
a dinner for the senior citizens at Thanksgiving, and participates in many state projects. 

The Lisbon Lions Club also coordinates and manages many of the activities for the children of 
Lisbon, Lyman and Landaff. It owns and operates a community swimming pool, tennis and basketball 
courts, community baseball, softball, soccer and field hockey fields, a skating rink, and a rope ski tow. 
The Lions Club sponsors Biddy League soccer teams, field hockey teams, girls and boys basketball 
teams, serveral Biddy League, Little League and Bab Ruth baseball and softball teams. The Lions also 
sponsor a Halloween party for children aged pre-school through grade 6, a Christmass party, and nearly 
100 visits by Santa on Christmas Eve. Swimming lessons in the summer, ski lessons at Cannon Mountain 
in the winter, and several other special student trips are made possible through the Lisbon Lions Club. 


Ross Ambulance Service 

The yearly contract amount of $1,050.00 ensures that the Town of Landaff will be provided with 24 
hour ambulance transportation coverage. This contract provides the Town the assurance that its residents 
be transported to the closest appropriate medical facility in the event of an emergency. The Town of 
Landaff is unique in that our coverage affords your residents, due to your geographical location, the 
choice between Littleton Regional Hospital, our receiving hospital and our medical control for providing 
Advanced Life Support treatments in the field (which can make a vital difference in patient outcome), 
and Cottage Hospital in Woodsville. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens 

Grafton County Senior Citizens, Inc., is requesting an appropriation in the amount of $200.00 from 
the town of Landaff for 1998. This represents a per capita amount of $0.75 for each of the 267 Landaff 
residents aged 60 and older. 

During 1996, 13 elders from your community received congregate or home delivered meals through 
GCSCC, used our transportation service, the services of our social worker or one or more of our other 
services designed to support the independence of older adults. GCSCC’s cost to provide services for 
Landaff residents in 1996 was $1,733.87.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
& STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden 
or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law 
and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up 
to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, 
Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with forest fire 
suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber 
harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our 
office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each 
town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest 
fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1997 fire season was a safe period for wildland 
firefighters with no major injuries reported. The drought conditions experienced during the early summer 
months was a significant factor resulting in the total number of fires reported during the season. 


The state of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. 
This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire departments. 
This a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and 
suppression costs as low as possible.

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LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


This is my first report as chairman of the School Board and the Board’s first year in 
27 years without Errol Peters. Thus it was a year of learning for us. In previous years 
we always had the answer to every question - "Ask Errol". We have somehow 
managed to survive without him and we want to take this opportunity to thank him 
again for his many years of service to the children of Landaff. We didn’t realize how 
much he did until he was gone! 


The past year has been a good one and the school has run smoothly. Mrs. Godfrey 
does an excellent job and we are very fortunate to have her. I have not received a 
single call the entire year from any parents or citizens concerning any unhappiness 
or issues concerning the school. I think that speaks well of Mrs. Godfrey’s dedication 
and competence. I’ve often driven by the Blue School late in the evening and seen her 
still at work. The Board certainly appreciates her efforts. 


Our proposed budget for the 1998-1999 school year is slightly less than last year’s 
proposed budget. Over 60% of it is for tuition costs and we can only estimate the 
number of tuition students we will have every year. At the Blue School, we have tried 
to keep expenses low while at the same time doing necessary maintenance and 
upkeep. 


As I am sure most of you are aware, the way education is funded in New Hampshire 
could change dramatically in the next year, based on the Supreme Court’s ruling in 
the Claremont case. We will have to be vigilant to make sure whatever change are 
made do not negatively effect small school districts like our own. 


The Board believes the children at Blue School are getting an excellent education and 
there are many people who are responsible for that. I want to recognize and thank the 
Blue School staff, the SAU and all of the parents and volunteers who make Landaffs 
school work. Your dedication and support makes our job easier, but more importantly 
insures a quality education for Landaff’s children.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Citizens, 


It is my pleasure to write this annual report for the Schools Districts in White 
Mountains School Administrative Unit #35. 


The unit includes the School Districts of Bethlehem, Lafayette, Landaff, Lisbon, 
Littleton and Profile. In addition there is an "Executive School Board" made up of 
each individual School Districts Chairperson or their designee. These Executive Board 
members oversee the performance of SAU #35 personnel including the Superintendent 
of Schools on a regular annual basis! 


The White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35 budget includes two (2) types 
of expenditures: 


The first is a Core cost for Administrative Services which is determined by each 
district’s part/cost of total services. That Cost is based upon your student growth or 
loss (Average Daily Attendance of Students) relative to other School Districts in SAU 
#35. 


Secondly, your equalized property evaluation as set by the NH Department of Revenue 
combines with (ADM Average daily attendance of students). Together, these factors 


among the six school districts define each School District’s percentage of the total costs 
for SAU #35! 


The individual result is that if your School District has a change in equalized property 
valuations and student average daily attendance, your share of SAU #35 costs may 


be higher or less than the prior year!! 


The Superintendent of Schools and the entire School Boards (34 members) meet two 
(2) times each year. The Executive Board either supports or not recommendations by 
the Superintendent of Schools at their meetings in December and May. 


No new expense or new program can be implemented unless the annual School Board 
meetings give approval by a sixty percent (60%) approval. 


Any new programs in SAU #35 have to be approved by 60% of the School Board 
Members in the December or May meetings. (Please note: Any new programs are 
presented at the December meeting when the SAU #35 budget seeks approval). 


The gross budget of SAU #35 includes services the total School Districts have 
approved by a 60% approval and represent those services which SAU #35 pays 
employees and are reimbursed for such costs by each individual School District after 


they utilize these services. 





How is SAU #85 doing in reducing costs for all six member School Districts? 
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The answer is in the net School District cost to the tax payers which has been kept 
very low due to a downsizing of SAU #35 personnel and cost reductions in operations 
at SAU #35. The following chart says it all. The costs to taxpayers change by the 
students attendance (ADM’s) and Department of Revenue equalized property 
evaluations. Never the less, overall the costs for this net School District Cost (divided 
between the six School Districts) is as follows: 


1994 $570,505 
1995 $524,786 
1996 $499,807 * Surplus of $20,000 was added to the budget 
1997 $558,328 
1998 $576,873 


The bottom line is that the net/total SAU #35 costs have only increased $6,368.00 over 
five (5) years! Do you know of any other educational budget with such a low increase 
and increased services?

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 


It is my pleasure to make this fifth annual report to the citizens of the Landaff 
School District. One of my first responsibilities five years ago was to respond, on 
behalf of the Districts, to a report of the findings of the October, 1992 Special 
Education Program review. The position of Director of Special Education was created 
in large part in response to that review. 


The Districts "Special Education" programs were again evaluated by a team of 
teachers, administrators and State Department consultants in January, 1997. The 
visiting team found that the Districts had made substantial progress in addressing 
problems identified in 1992. The team commended the Districts for employing 
“competent, skilled and dedicated" staff. Parents were recognized for demonstrating 
"active involvement in their child’s education." The Districts are demonstrating a 
"genuine commitment to provision of services to all student in the least restrictive 
environment." Both the Preschool Outreach Program and the PRIDE Program were 
recognized as exemplary special education services. 


As the Districts work toward correcting the problems identified by the Visiting 
Committee, Administrators and teachers have been challenged to make these efforts 
part of their total school improvement activities. They have risen to this challenge and 
used it as an opportunity to further develop inclusive practices in each of the schools. 
More communication and collaboration is evident among all staff members. Efforts 
to improve Special Education are efforts to improve education for every student. 


Our goal of hiring a full time Occupational Therapist and two full time Speech 
Pathologists to serve the Districts students has not been realized. There is a high 
demand for these specialists in private rehabilitation clinics and hospitals. Newly 
certified OT’s and SLP’s can earn significantly higher salaries in those settings. The 
Districts are currently meeting their obligation to provide these services. 


Through a contract with the North Country Education Foundation the Districts are 
receiving Medicaid reimbursement for certain special education services. Covered 
services include occupational therapy, speech therapy, physical therapy, counseling, 
individual aides and transportation on days these services are received. As of mid 
year, revenues from this source are significantly ahead of last year. District personnel 
continue to collect the necessary data to maximize the revenues from Medicaid. 


SAU #85 Districts are serving two hundred sixty nine (269) students with educational 
disabilities. Ten (10) are in residential programs and ten (10) attend public schools 
outside of SAU #35. All but five (5) of these students are in placements by order of the 
Court. Two hundred forty nine (249) students with educational disabilities attend 
their neighborhood schools. 
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One of my responsibilities is to monitor all out of district placements. Court ordered 
placements require collaboration with the program, the Division for Children, Youth 
and Families (DCYF), White Mountain Mental Health and the School District. All out 
of district placements require monitoring to ensure students are receiving necessary 
services. 


I remain committed to providing appropriate educational services to all students. I 
welcome the challenges inherent in meeting this goal within the constraints of the 
Districts’ resources.

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STUDENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAM REPORT 


Looking back at the past three and one half years it is easy to see how the Student 
Assistance Program has grown from an unknown, weakly funded "fledgling" into a 
strong program that is actively utilized by over 70% of our student body. Our Student 
Assistance Program offers a wide range of programs to youth ages five through 
eighteen, including one on one counseling, a monthly high school talent showcase, and 
a middle school community service program. Our Volunteen Program, which recruits 
and trains middle school students to volunteer in the community, was recognized and 
honored this year by Governor Jean Shaheen. Our Art of Living Program has received 
numerous write ups as we continue to allow students to produce a monthly talent 
showcase that features young artists from around the state. We are additionally 
continuing to offer our standard programs including the first grade "I_ Am Special" 
program, the third grade "Project Cooperation" and our sixth grade "Star" program. 
Over 200 students utilized our one on one and group counseling services in 1997. 


One of the highlights of 1997 was the presentation of a tremendously powerful 
assembly titled "Fatal Reality - Just One Night". This assembly was a collaborative 
effort which involved our Student Assistance Program, the Attorney General’s Office 
and the New Hampshire Department of Highway Safety. During the assembly 
students were introduced to Tom Boyle, a New Hampshire State Prison inmate who 
is currently serving 4 to 8 years in prison for killing a man while driving drunk. Mr. 
Boyle told his tragic story to the students after which he was handcuffed and taken 
away by uniformed State Troopers. The Assembly sent a profound message to 
students about the realities of drinking and driving. It was offered at each of our three 
high schools and received glowing reviews by the students, the press, and the 
community. 


October 1997 marked one year of service for Lisa Brown MA who is working full time 
as both a counselor and coordinator of our "Art of Living" and "Volunteen" programs. 
Lisa, who is a 1995 graduate of Antioch University, lends a tremendous amount of 
energy to the Student Assistance Program, and is well like by both students and staff. 


Arlene Soule continues in her fifth year with the Student Assistance Program. She 
has both designed and taught the "Star" and "I_ Am Special" programs which have 
been recognized throughout the state as "exceptional" prevention programs. 

As for me, I am halfway into my fourth year as Coordinator and enjoying myself more 
than ever. This June, I will graduate from Goddard College with a Master’s Degree 
in Psychology. I am looking forward to year number five!
